They  are  not  troubled 
with  insect  pests.  Try  some  of  our  fine  Peonies,  and  see  what  grand  flowers  they  are.  Get  it  out  of  your  head  that  there  are 
only  Red,  White  and  Pink  Peonies  to  illustrate  at  flowering  time.  People  who  visit  our  field,  will  say,  “I  have  Pink  and  White 
Peonies.  I desire  on'y  Red  ones,”  but  when  they  are  shown  the  Pink  and  White,  they  invariably  exclaim,  ‘‘How  grand!  I have 
none  Hke  them.”  There  is  as  much  difference  in  Peonies  as  there  is  in  Roses. 

We  have  found  that  divisions  do  not  give  the  customer  satisfaction;  they  have  to  wait  too  long  for  the  plant  to  become 
established. 


For  this  reason  we  are  not  offering  any  Peony  this  year  under  a one-year  size. 

The  one-year  plant  is  a plant  divided  and  reset  a year  before.  We  do  not  advise  our  customers  to  divide  any  of  these  one- 
year  roots  if  they  want  bloom  the  first  year.  We  find  that  Peonies  shouM  not  be  divided  more  than  once  in  three  years. 

If  you  want  a profusion  of  bloom  the  first  year,  you  will  find  the  two  and  three-year  plants  will  produce  more  bloom  accord- 
ing to  their  age. 

While  our  strong  one-year  roots  will  all  bloom  for  you  the  first  year,  the  two-year  size  is  the  best  to  buy;  for  having 
become  established  the  first  year  from  division,  the  growth  is  more  than  double  the  second  year  and  the  prices  are  only  about 
one-half  more.

— PRIDEOF  ESSEX  (Thurlow  1916).  Exceptiona'ly  broad 

petals  of  deep  flesh-pink  make  a very  large  flower  of  good 
form.  Stems  ’ong  and  stiff.  Midseason. 

— RENEE-MARIE  (Dessert  1920).  Pretty  flowerof  very  e''e- 

gant  shape,  soft  fleshy  pink  shaded  salmon, f ading  to  silvery 
white  and  flecked  with  carmine,  strong  stems  and  erect 
habit.  Not  for  sale. 

— RITA  (Dessert  1922).  C ear  flesh  tinted  salmon,  s’ ightly 

shaded  silvery  carmine.  Exquisitely  beautiful,  of  fine  and 
delicate  coloring.  Late.  Not  for  sale. 

929— ROSE  STANDISH  (Hollis  1919).  Very  late.  Named 
after  Mr.  Hollis’  death  by  Mr.  E.  P.  "Wheeler,  who  says:

Strong,  deep 
green  stems.  It  is  the  most  double  peony  I have  ever 
seen.  It  is  impossib’e  for  it  to  fully  open,  the  petals  are  so 
tight  y lapped  over  each  other.  Some  seasons  it  needs 
help  to  open  even  half  way,  but  it  does  not  waterlog.”

ROSEA  SUPERBA  (Verdier  1854).  Large  convex 
bloom,  very  full  and  very  fresh,  soft  pink,  extra  fine. 

— ROSETTE  (Dessert  1918).  Pretty  flowerof  elegant  shape. 

Like  a Captain  Christy  rose,  silvery  flesh  shading  to  salmon 
at  base  of  peta’fe  and  flecked  crimson  on  the  border,  a 
superb  early  variety  of  erect  habit.
